HE Air Force School of Aviation Medi- 

cine is charged with a dual mission, 
that of training medical personnel in the 
prevention and treatment of ailments pe- 
culiar to flying, and research into the 
cause and cure 
of these same ail- 
ments. 

In seeking out 
the cause of 
these ailments, 
be they patho- 
logical or psy- 
chological, the 
school’s research 
program goes a 
step further by 
trying to isolate 
the type of indi- 
vidual likely to 
fall prey tothem. 
Much progress is 
being made in 
this direction, 
and as a result the air force is spending 
less time and less money training pilots 
and crewmen who would ultimately fall 
by the wayside. 

In our training program the greatest 
emphasis is given to training flight sur- 
geons, as it is around the flight surgeon 
that the health and physical fitness of 
the air force revolves. The flight surgeon 
course, 10 months in duration, is the long- 
est and most exacting offered at the 
school. All students enrolled in this class 
must be medical officers of the regular 
air force or have application pending for 
regular appointment, and must meet high 
mental, physical and moral standards. 
And not only must they have a sincere 
interest in flying, but these doctors must 
also be willing, and preferably anxious 
to participate in frequent aerial flight. 

The academic phase of the flight sur- 
eon course is conducted on the post- 
graduate level of medical education. Its 
Curriculum includes 15 subjects requiring 
a total of 824 hours of classroom and 
Clinic instruction. 

; To supplement and give practical mean- 
ing to this intensive academic training, 
Members of the flight surgeon class, also 
designated as the Basic Course in Avia- 
tion Medicine, are given 80 hours of flight 
indoctrination in T-6 type aircraft. This 
Policy has been followed for the past two 
years with highly satisfactory results. 
This flight indoctrination is timed so that 
the medical officers can begin it right 
along with an incoming class of aviation 
Cadets at Randolph. Thus for two months 
they receive the same training as the 
Cadets, ground school and all. This is no 
attempt to make pilots of our flight sur- 
8eons, but it does give them a greater ap- 
Preciation of the pilot and air crewman’s 
attitude, and a better understanding of

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House Group Urges 


Free GI Insurance 


An important Congressional Commit- 
tee has recommended that military per- 
sonnel be given gratuitous life insurance 
instead of the present National Service 
Life Insurance. 

The House Committee on Expenditures 
in Executive Departments, whose Chair- 
man is Representative William L. Daw- 
son (D.-Ill.), said that if the Congress 
should decide not to grant a gratuitous 
life indemnity to members of the Armed 
Forces at this time, the unanimous Com- 
mittee recommendation is that “such a 
program be immediately adopted for in- 
suring aviation cadets. By so doing,” a 
Committee report declared, “the con- 
tinued wasteful and extravagant means 
of ‘insuring’ aviation cadets could be dis- 
continued without impairment of any 
benefits extended under present law.” 

Taking cognizance of the emergency 
situation now confronting the Armed 
Forces, the Committee concluded that 
“because of the present world situation 
and the resulting demand upon this Na- 
tion to greatly expand its military forces 
—all persons serving in these forces hav- 
ing the immediate need for life indem- 
nification or insurance protection—it is 
recommended: 

“That the appropriate committees of 
the Congress give full consideration to 
the immediate effectuation of some in- 
terim legislation covering the insurance 
needs of the thousands now entering the 
Armed Forces. 

“Such legislation,” the report asserted, 
“should be so framed as to provide 100 
per cent coverage to all Armed Forces 
personnel; be more easily administered; 
if possible, less costly to the Federal Gov- 
ernment; and have the effect of replac- 
ing the availability of National Service 
Life Insurance to new entrants into the 
Armed Forces of the United States.” 

In urging free insurance policies for 
military personnel, the committee noted 
that during the war hundreds of officers 
and thousands of enlisted personnel de- 
voted full time to life insurance admin- 
istrative duties. Cost to the Armed Serv- 
ices of administering in-service NSLI 
policies from 8 Oct. 1940 through 31 
March 1950 was estimated conservatively 
at over $96,000,000. 

The Committee charged that the NSLI 
has not met the objectives of Govern- 
ment life insurance and declared that 
“it has failed to provide uniform protec- 
tion in the form of income for the de- 
pendents of persons dying while serving 
in the Armed Forces, and it has failed 
to lessen demands for pensions.” 

In the period from 8 Oct. 1940, more 
than 22,500,000 NSLI policies have been 
issued, but at the present time only one 
out of every six World War II veterans 
is covered by NSLI. About one-fourth of 
the policies now in effect are held by in- 
service personnel, although only 78 per

THE WAR IN KOREA 











N heavy fighting on all fronts in Korea 

this week, United Nations forces 
made significant gains in the southwest, 
pushed back Communist troops threat- 
ening the main port of Pusan, but in the 
northeast Red troops entered the small 
port of Pohang and were fighting to seize 
an American airstrip in that vicinity. 

At the close of the week the Reds were 
massing several divisions on the north- 
west for a major drive on American and 
South Korean troops holding the Naktong 
River line. 

In the South, in the first major counter- 
attack of the war, American troops drove 
the Communists back to the outskirts of 
Chinju, a major enemy base inflicting 
heavy casualties and capturing much 
equipment. Other American troops were 
rushed to the North to assist hard pressed 
South Koreans trying to regain ground 
which had been lost in and around 
Pohang. 

Newly-arrived planes of the First Ma- 
rine Air Wing cooperated with the Air 
Force in furnishing close tactical support 
for ground troops. A second 27,000-ton 
American aircraft carrier reached Ko- 
rean waters, and its complement of Na- 
val planes was soon in action. Several 
additional warships joined the Allied 
fleet. New B-29 medium bombers arrived 
from the United States and participated 
in bombing strikes. 

On the ground a strong American 
counter-attack in the extreme south 
gained considerable ground against stub- 
born opposition, and after three days of 
heavy fighting forced a general with- 
drawal of the enemy to high ground in 
the vicinity of Chinju, some 50 miles west 
of the vital American debarkation port 
of Pusan. This was the first important 
retreat of the enemy since the outbreak 
of hostilities, six weeks ago. 

Farther north strong enemy forces, 
estimated to number 9,000 to 12,000 troops, 
supported by tanks, succeeded in crossing 
the important Naktong River in several

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Billion More Asked; 


Involuntary Recalls 


The swift-changing but fast-strength- 
ening national defense structure, found- 
ed on an original “economy” $13.2 billion 
budget for the current fiscal year and 
vitalized previously by Presidential re- 
quest for $10.5 billion more, has been 
bolstered by new White House military 
estimates of $1.1 billion—most of the lat- 
ter for Naval aviation. 

As Congressional sources predicted 
early requests for still more billions for 
defense to meet emergency and long- 
range needs, the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard launched 
full-scaled implementation of expansion 
plans. 

Foreseen in last week’s issue of THE 
JOURNAL, the Army yesterday, 11 August, 
announced the inauguration of involun- 
tary recalls for nearly 8,000 Reserve offi- 
cers—almost all of them for officers not 
in Organized Reserve Corps units. 

The Army, which is striving to keep 
Reserve units intact, made an exception 
only for critically needed medical per- 
sonnel. Some medical officers in Organized 
units are to be called to Federal service 
on an individual basis. 

This action is being taken in order 
that Reserve doctors with the least 
amount of wartime service will be called 
first. This is believed to be the most 
equitable manner for recall of doctors 
and dentists and is likely to meet with 
approval of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, which has proposed that doctors 
be called first who served least during 
and subsequent to World War II. 

The Army took the action of recalling 
doctors involuntarily after waiting pa- 
tiently for sufficient numbers to volunteer 
for active duty. In view of the fact that 
the health of troops must be insured—a 
specific provision, incidentally, of the 
Selective Service Act—it became ap- 
parent that involuntary recalls would be 
needed. 

Similarly, other Reserve officers must 
be recalled involuntarily if the Army is 
to plan its expansion program with maxi- 
mum efficiency. 

Recall orders for thousands of Reserv- 
ists were going out this week, even as 
Service personnel chiefs were reported 
completing details regarding thousands 
of temporary promotions for officers and 
enlisted men and women. 

The Army, as reported last week, has 
convened a selection board of five major 
generals to name Regular and Reserve 
officers for temporary officer advance- 
ments—some to be made next month. And 
in September, the first boards will meet 
to select Regular Army officers for the 
annual permanent promotions, the zones 
of consideration for which were also pub- 
lished last week. 

In order to speed the temporary pro- 
motions of second lieutenants to first lieu- 
tenant, the Army was reported to have 
issued an order permitting temporary ad-

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The War in Korea 
(Continued from First Page) 
places, and penetrating American and 
South Korean lines a distance of from 
one to two miles. For a time this pene- 
tration constituted a serious threat to 
our important communication center and 
advance supply base at Taegu, provision- 

al capital of the republic of Korea. 

The three-pronged assault of the Reds 
was undoubtedly aimed at this center. 
One attack was from the southwest in 
the sector defended by the heroic 24th 
division; another was from the west 
against the lst Cavalry Division; and the 
third was farther north against South 
Korean troops. At one point the Com- 
munists were within 12 miles of Taegu. 
However, strong counter-attacks by our 
troops in each sector either threw the 
Reds back across the river, or reduced 
and contained the bridgehead, greatly 
lessening, if not eliminating the imme- 
diate threat against our communications. 

Reinforced air units of the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Air Force struck hard at 
enemy troop concentrations and military 
installations with exceptionally good re- 
sults. Fighter planes furnished close tac- 
tical support for ground troops on all 
sectors of the front, and bombers demol- 
ished industrial plants, transportation 
centers and other important military tar- 
gets in enemy territory. 

Warships of several Allied countries co- 
operated in a bombardment of enemy 
military installations at the port of 
Inchon, near Seoul, on the west coast of 
the peninsula. On the east coast Allied 
naval units supported ground troops by 
gunfire directed against enemy move- 
ments along the coastal road. 


Harriman Returns 

Mr. W. Averill Harriman, special as- 
sistant of the President on foreign affairs, 
returned this week from the Far East, 
where he conferred with General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur, commander- 
in-chief of United Nations forces, and 
visited the battlefront in Korea. Mr. Har- 
riman told the President that General 
MacArthur and troops of his command 
had every confidence in their ability to 
drive the invaders from South Korea. 

The most spectacular development of 
the week was our successful counter- 
attack on the southern flank. While this 
offensive action was limited in scope, with 
only local objectives, its success had a 
buoyant effect on the morale of United 
Nations forces, which had previously been 
engaged in a long series of disheartening 
holding and withdrawing operations. 

The attack was initiated by Task Force 
Kean, named for its commander, Maj. 
Gen. William B. Kean. This force con- 
sisted of the 35th Regiment of the 25th 
Infantry Division, the 5th Regimental 
Combat Team, and a brigade of the Ist 
Marine Division, supported by tanks and 
artillery. 

The attacking American troops moved 
westward from the small port of Masan, 
40 miles west of Pusan, and soon en- 
countered particularly stubborn Commu- 
nist opposition. It subsequently developed 
that the Reds were massing troops in 
this area preparatory to a large-scale 
assault on Masan, in connection with a 
drive to reach the American base at 
Pusan. The initial effect of the American 





attack was to stop the Red drive before 
it got started. 

In its advance the American attack was 
slowed, but not stopped by extremely 
heavy and accurate artillery and mortar 
fire. Some of our tanks were hit, occa- 
sioning a temporary road block which 
made the advance more difficult. 

Apparently the enemy gained some in- 
formation of our intentions, for artillery 
was so placed as to bring the roads used 
by our columns under heavy fire. The 
35th Regiment encountered the least op- 
position and was able to make substantial 
gains. However, the 5th Regimental Com- 
bat Team and the Marines ran into heavy 
enemy troop concentrations and found 
the going more difficult. 

Flush Red Troops 

An important feature of the attack was 
that it served to flush out large bodies 
of Red troops, so that they could be at- 
tacked by Allied planes in daylight. Much 
of the time North Korean troops move at 
night and in bad weather, thus escaping 
many of the air attacks. However, during 
this engagement the planes were able to 
take a heavy toll. Marine flyers reported 
that in some villages immediately back of 
the line the North Koreans forced the 
women and children into the streets, while 
they hid in the houses, knowing that 
Americans would not deliberately fire on 
the non-combatants. 

During the first two days of the attack 
the progress was very slow, but after 
a strong night attack on Tuesday, it be- 
came apparent by Wednesday that the 
Reds were engaged in a general with- 
drawal. Captured North Koreans said 
that an order was issued early Wednes- 
day for a retreat to tHe vicinity of Chinju. 

While this successful American attack 
was in progress in the south Red troops 
in large numbers attacked our forces 
at several points along sixty miles of the 
Naktong River. They succeeded in cross- 
ing the shallow stream in force, with 
several thousand soldiers establishing 
bridgeheads at three important points, 
where further advances would threaten 
the base at Taegu and our line of com- 
munications to the South Korean troops 
farther north. 

Enemy soldiers waded across the river 
at night, building up the bridegheads to 
formidable proportions on_ successive 
nights. The enemy on the east side of 
the river was strongly attacked by the 
24th Division, the 1st Cavalry Division, 
South Korean troops and elements of the 
2d Division which reached Korea from 
Fort Lewis last week. The Reds suc- 
ceeded in getting several tanks across the 
river, but most of these were destroyed 
by air attacks and by artillery fire. At 
one point a considerable number of North 
Koreans attempted to flee across the 
river and were fired on by their own 
troops on the west side of the stream. 

The Allied Air Force gave close tactical 
support to the defenders of the river line, 
but some of the time, particularly during 
the morning hours, air support was made 
extremely difficult by the presence of a 
heavy ground haze. 

24th Div. Attacks 

Several enemy battalions which crossed 
the Naktong River southeast of Changn- 
yong were aggressively attacked by the 
24th division and the bridgehead was 
gradually reduced in size. Farther north 





in the vicinity of Waegwan twin bridge- 
heads of the Communists were success- 
fully counterattacked by the 1st Cavalry 
Division and the enemy was driven back 
to the water’s edge. At one point the 
South Korean ist Division drove the 
North Koreans back across the river. 
However, at another place in the Yang- 
gidong sector the South Koreans yielded 
about two miles, but repulsed further 
pressure. : 

A new North Korean offensive also de- 
veloped on the northern perimeter of the 
beachhead where South Korean troops 
came under heavy attack from enemy 
forces attacking south from Yechon. The 
South Koreans reported that they had 
inflicted heavy losses on the enemy. 

Two North Korean regiments were re- 
ported moving south through rugged 
mountain terrain 10 miles west of Yong- 
dok with little opposition. This area is in- 
land from the east coast of the Korean 
peninsula and the troop movement indi- 
cates an effort on the part of the enemy 
to bypass the coastal road which is 
strongly defended by South Korean 
troops and is under Allied naval gunfire. 

At the same time a co-ordinated attack 
by other North Korean troops drove 
South Koreans out of Yongdok, the 
coastal town which has changed hands 
several times, and forced them several 
miles down the peninsula. The Red troops 
in the mountain area moved eastward 
and threatened the port of Pohang, which 
is being used by American troops, and a 
fighter strip a few miles inland. This 
Communist force was attacked by South 
Koreans near the village of Kigye, about 
12 miles northwest of Pohang, and by 
American fighter planes. 

Recent official estimates place enemy 
casualties since the start of hostilities at 
44,500, about 1,000 per day. American 
losses, officially reported to next of kin 
are less than 3,000, but this number will 
probably be doubled when casualty lists 
are checked and brought up to date. 
There is a variable time lag between the 
action in which a soldier is killed or 
wounded, and the official verification on 
which the notification of the next of kin 
is based. 

The Far East Air Force this week an- 
nounced that two important strategic 
bombing targets in North Korea had been 
officially scratched from the list as hav- 
ing been completely demolished. One was 
the industrial complex in the Konan 
area where several munitions and chem- 
ical plants were completely wiped out 
by repeated strikes of medium B-29 
bombers more than a week ago. 

The other target was the arsenal and 
adjacent railway yards at Pyongyang, 
capital of North Korea. This area was 
hit on Monday, 7 Aug., and almost com- 
pletely destroyed. The arsenal was one 
of the principal sources of finished weap- 
ons for the North Korean army. At the 
time the attack was made a railway 
train of about 30 cars was being loaded 
with munitions. Photographic reconnais- 
sance immediately following the raid dis- 
closed that the train, trackage and ad- 
jacent warehouses had completely disap- 
peared in the series of explosions result- 
ing from the attack. 

A successful strike by bombers was al- 
so made on port facilities and shipping 
at Inchon harbor on the west coast. This 





port was being used for supply of troops 
operating in the west and southwest por- 
tions of the front. A 12,000 freighter un- 
loading cargo at the port was sunk by 
the air attack. Subsequently Allied '‘war- 
ships bombarded the port. 

The heaviest air strike to date occurred 
on Thursday, 10 Aug., when 70 B-29 Super- 
fortresses, based in Japan and Okinawa, 
dropped 625 tons of explosives on three 
major industrial targets in the oil center 
of Wonsan and on transportation facili- 
ties in North Korea. The tonnage de- 
livered would have required 250 World 
War II B-17 bombers. 

Targets included rail centers, switching 
yards, railroad repair shops, and the huge 
Chosen Oil Refinery. The 24track switch- 
ing center handled all rail traffic passing 
through Wonsan to the southern battle- 
front, and took care of the heavy cargo 
unloaded from ships in the harbor of 
Wonsan. The refinery included the im- 
portant cracking and distillation plant, a 
research laboratory, and glycerine and 
potash production units. 

Preliminary reports indicated that the 
targets were heavily damaged, but final 
evaluation of results awaited study of 
post-strike reconnaissance photographs. 


U.M.T. Under Study 


Rear Adm. Harold A. Houser, USN, Di- 
rector of the Office of Legislative Liaison, 
Department of Defense, told members of 
Congress 10 Aug. that the Defense De- 
partment has under study a proposal for 
legislation establishing Universal Mili- 
tary Training. 

Advocates of the proposal point to the 
fact that if universal training had been 
provided several years ago we would now 
have a reservoir of trained manpower 
sufficient to meet any immediate threat 
of aggression. It is pointed out, however, 
that even if legislation on the subject 
were now enacted it would be imprac- 
ticable to put it into effect until the cur- 
rent Korean crisis is resolved. 


Deliver Douglas C-124 


The 2d Strategic Support Squadron of 
the Strategic Air Command at Walker 
AFB, N. M., has received delivery of its 
first Douglas C-124A, largest cargo plane 
in active Air Force operation. 

The Globemaster II, delivered at Walk- 
er AFB, has a wing span of 173 feet, three 
inches, is 127 feet, two inches long and 
is 48 feet, three inches high at the top 
of the tail. The plane carries a crew of 
five.

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Army Officer Recall 


The Army announced yesterday the in- 
voluntary recall of 7,852 reserve male 
captains and lieutenants in 16 arms and 
services who are not assigned to units of 
the Organized Reserve Corps. 

The officers will be taken from active 
or inactive elements of the Reserve Corps 
and ordered to active duty with or with- 
out their consent for a period of 21 
months or such other period authorized 
by law unless they are relieved sooner. 
All will be on active duty by 6 Oct. 1950. 

Simultaneously, the Army announced 
it also will recall involuntarily 1,682 male 
officers of the active and inactive medical 
and medical services, dental and veteri- 
nary corps of the Officer Reserve Corps 
up to the grade of major in the medical 
and medical services corps, lieutenant 
colonel in the dental corps, and major in 
the veterinary corps. 

The company grade officers in the arms 
and services, including 1,808 captains and 
6.054 lieutenants, will be drawn from all 
parts of the nation. 

Medical, dental and veterinary officers 
also will be drawn from all parts of the 
nation. 

Current age-in-grade and physical re- 
quirements must be met by the officers of 
the arms and services. In the combat 
arms, including Engineers, Signal, In- 
fantry, Armored, Field Artillery and 
Coast Artillery, the age limit for Second 
Lieutenants is 30, for First Lieutenants, 
35, and for Captains, 41. In the services, 
including Adjutant General, Chemical, 
Military Police, Ordnance, Quartermas- 
ter, Judge Advocate General, Finance, 
Army Security Agency, Intelligence, and 
Special Services, the age limit for Second 
Lieutenants is 38, for First Lieutenants, 
41, and for Captains, 45. Overage officers 
in the combat arms may be ordered to 
duty in service branches. 

Officers selected in the arms and serv- 
ices will be ordered to the nearest Army 
medical installation for physical exam- 
inations. If found physically fit and or- 
dered to active duty, they will be given 
21 days to settle private affairs, unless 
willing to report sooner. It is contem- 
plated the first one-third of the total 
group will report to their assignments by 
22 Sept., two-thirds by 29 Sept., and all 
by 6 Oct. 

In selecting officers for duty in the 
medical and medical service, dental and 
veterinary corps, the Army emphasized 
it will continue to exert every effort to 
secure officers on a voluntary basis. The 
quotas assigned to the armies insure a 
fair and equitable distribution through- 
out the nation, and the total number is 
consistent with the national security, the 
Army said. The following categories will 
not be called by Army commanders unless 
otherwise directed by the Department of 
the Army: 

a. Reserve medical officers who have 
not completed at least one year of interne 
training. 

b. Reserve medical and dental officers 
who are senior residents prior to com- 
pletion of the current years training. 

c. Reserve medical, dental, veterinary 
and medical service corps officers now 
pursuing a full-time post-graduate course 
of instruction in medicine, dentistry, vet- 
erinary medicine, or in sciences allied to 
medicine at a college, university or simi- 
lar institution of higher learning, until 
completion of the current academic year 
of such training. 

d. Reserve medical, dental, veterinary 
and medical service corps officers whose 
activity in teaching, research, and allied 
endeavors is considered to be necessary to 
the maintenance of the national health, 
safety, or interest. 

e. Reserve medical, dental, veterinary 
and medical service corps officers residing 
in Communities the health of which would 
be unduly jeopardized if such officers were 
to be ordered to extended active duty. 

Army commanders have been directed 
to enlist the cooperation and assistance 
of established medical, dental, and veteri- 
nary societies, either state or local, or 
both, in determining selection of indi- 
vidual medical, dental and veterinary offi- 
cers, It is anticipated that quotas as- 
Signed to the six armies will be filled by 
September 10. 

The Army said medical, dental and 
veterinary officers assigned to Reserve 
units which have not been alerted will 
not be delayed from this call by reason 
of such assignments. Selection to fill 





quotas will be made, whenever feasible, 
from among officers of the reserve corps 
with no previous active military service, 
followed by officers with less than one 
year of extended active duty, and so on. 
Quotas assigned to the Army areas will 
not include officers ordered to extended 
active duty with National Guard or Re- 
serve units. 

Officers selected in the medical, dental 
and veterinary corps also will be ordered 
to their nearest medical facilities for 
physical examinations, and then given 21 
days to settle private affairs, if they so 
require. 





Family Allowances 


The House Armed Services Committee 
balked this week at restoring family al- 
lowances for enlisted personnel with de- 
pendents, expressing the belief that en- 
listment of persons with large numbers 
of dependents should be discouraged. 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) said that 
in place of paying $75 a month to the 
wives of enlisted men and $25 for each 
child, a quarters allowance of $45 might 
be provided for a family with one depend- 
ent or $67.50 a month when there are two 
or more dependents. 

Members of the Committee urged that 
enlistees with large families should not 
be called to service. 

A further Armed Services Committee 
hearing on the matter of family allow- 
ances has been scheduled for Monday, 
14 Aug. 

On Thursday, 10 Aug., the Senate 
Armed Services Committee held hear- 
ings on family allowance legislation. 

When witnesses were unable to answer 
questions relating to deferment policies, 
cost of allowances, etc., the Committee 
called upon members of its professional 
staff, the Services, Bureau of the Budget 
and Selective Service to work up all perti- 
nent data. 

Committee intention with regard to 
family allowances was voiced by Chair- 
man Tydings (D-Md.), who issued the 
following statement: 

‘“‘The Committee unanimously agrees that 
within another ten days, and sooner if we 
can do it, we will report to the Senate and 
ask for speedy consideration, a bill designed 
to equitably take care of those who have been 
called into the service and who have depen- 
dents. In this formulation we will be guided 
by experience in World War II and by the 
situation that now confronts us, and by other 
factors that have entered into the picture be- 
tween World War II and the present time. 
We want to formulate a policy that will be 
fair to persons who have been called to ac- 
tive duty who have family ties, and at the 
same time direct a policy that over the years 
will not be an unnecessary drag on the fi- 
nancial situation of our country.”’ 

Testimony evoked the prediction that 
within a year there would probably be 
2,500,000 in the Armed Forces, of whom 
about 1,000,000 would have dependents. 

The Senate Armed Services Committee 
scheduled a tentative meeting for 15 Aug. 
on the problem of dependency allow- 
ances. 

Apparently, an effort will be made to 
formulate a long-range policy regarding 
dependents to forestall the necessity of 
repeated Congressional action on this 
matter. 





Services at Forest Hills 


Thursday, 31 Aug., will be Armed 
Forces Day at the National Amateur 
Tennis Championships to be held in 
Forest Hills Stadium, Forest Hills, L. I., 
New York. All men and women in uni- 
form will be admitted on that day by 
payment of the Federal tax and a small 
service charge, totaling 35 cents. 

The Nationals this year will have prac- 
tically all of the top tennis players of the 
world entered, playing on the twenty- 
three grass courts of the West Side Ten- 
nis Club, in the 1400-seat grandstand and 
13,500-seat stadium of the club. The 
Forest Hills Stadium is reached from New 
York City by Independent Subway, “E” 
or “F” train, or by Long Island Railroad. 
A Service uniform is identification for 
admittance for 35 cents on Armed Forces 
Day, 31 Aug. 





Army Training Regt. 

A new recruit training regiment has 
been activated at Ft. Ord, Calif., to aug- 
ment the 8th and 12th Regiments at that 
post in providing elementary training. 








Naval Air Strikes 


The Navy has tabulated the results of 
nine strikes made by carrier-based planes 
of the Seventh Fleet against enemy 
troops, aircraft, military and industrial 
installations, and river and coastal ship- 
ping in and near Korea during the month 
of July. 

The tabulation includes damage and 
destruction inflicted by planes flown from 
American and British carriers serving 
with the Seventh Fleet. The strikes were 
made on 3, 4, 18, 19, 22, 25, 28 and 29 July. 

The most important target hit was the 
big Wonsan oil refinery, the largest in 
North Korea, which supplied a major 
portion of the fuel needs of the North 
Korean army. This refinery had an an- 
nual output of 1,700,000 barrels of petrole- 
um products. Approximately 85 per cent 
of the plant was wiped out by the attack 
of carrier-based planes. 

Other targets for Naval planes included 
locomotives, bridges, tunnels, gunboats, 
barges, tugs, warehouses, hangars and 
aircraft. The tabulation follows: 
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(A) One 24 car ammo and oil train destroyed. 
(B) An important road blocked by landslide. 
(C) Undertermined damage inflicted in rail- 
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Total sorties: 1,148 


Abolish 1-Yr. Enlistments 


The Department of Defense has this 
week requested Congress to do away with 
one year enlistments in the Armed 
Forces. 

The Secretary of the Navy, represent- 
ing the Secretary of Defense, told Con- 
gress that: “From the point of view of 
mobilization and effective deployment of 
combat forces, the provisions of the Se- 
lective Service Act requiring one-year 
enlistments and imposing assignment re- 
strictions for persons so enlisted have 
proved impracticable. The Department of 
the Navy, on behalf of the Department of 
Defense, therefore recommends immedi- 
ate consideration and enactment of this 
proposed legislation. The Department of 
Defense continues to adhere to the view, 
however, that Universal Military Train- 
ing is the long-range solution to the mili- 
tary manpower problem.” 

He continued: 

“During the current situation, it is im- 
practicable to enlist persons for one year 
and give them special treatment as to as- 
signment. It is necessary that all units be 
brought to combat strength by assignment 
of available personnel as required, and that 
the units so augmented be assigned to duty 
at the time and places presently required. 
Inasmuch as the 1951 Appropriation Act con- 
tains no waiver of the requirements of the 
Selective Service Act as to one-year en- 
listees, the provisions of the latter Act now 
impede efforts to build up combat strength 
where needed.”’

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Dept. Opposes Relaxing Ban 
On Dual Pay for Library Post 


The Librarian of Congress wants au- 
thority to hire a retired officer of the 
Armed Forces to fill a $10,000 to $11,000 
a year post as an analyst, but the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy, speaking 
for the Department of Defense, is op- 
posed. 

Librarian Luther Evans says the re- 
striction against dual compensation for 
retired officers in Government employ 
should be lifted in order to permit him 
to obtain the services of an experienced 
retired officer. Such an analyst would aid 
Congressional committees, the White 
House or any executive agency in the 
“analysis, appraisal and evaluation of 
legislative proposals” affecting the Armed 
Forces, Dr. Evans declared. 

However, opposing the measure, S. 3764, 
Rear Adm. G. L. Russell, Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy, speaking for the 
Department of Defense, maintained that 
appointment of a retired officer as senior 
specialist in the Legislative Reference 
Service is not desirable. 

The Navy official said that in a short 
time the retired officer would fall behind 
in his knowledge of Service activities and 
plans. It was stated also that, “although 
he would certainly strive to avoid such, 
the advice and evaluation of the retired 
officer would inevitably be colored by his 
experience in the particular service in 
which he served.” 

As to the lifting of the dual compensa- 
tion ban, Admiral Russell said that, 
“while the Department of Defense favors 
liberalization of the laws relating to the 
receipt of dual compensation under the 
Federal Government, especially in so far 
as these laws affect retired personnel of 
the Armed Serviees, it is considered that 
the legislation effecting such liberaliza- 
tion should be comprehensive and not 
piecemeal. 

“The subject bill,” continued the Navy 
JAG, “would avoid the dual compensation 
statues for one, or a very few retired offi- 
cers, and thus would favor them over 
other retired personnel who are qualified 
for and who would seek employment with 
civilian branches of the Federal Govern- 
ment but for the restrictive provisions 
of the dual compensation statutes.” 

Librarian Evans noted that, whereas 
the Library of Congress has been able 
to obtain the services of “outstanding and 
authoritative” men in other fields of Con- 
gressional interest, the dual compensa- 
tion provision has thwarted him in ef- 
forts to find someone with broad experi- 
ence in the Armed Services. 

“The position in question is unique,” 
Dr. Evans asserted, “and consequently 
the bill is not likely to constitute a prece- 
dent for work elsewhere in the Govern- 
ment. On the other hand,” he said, “in all 
probability it would make possible the 
utilization by and for Congress of some 
outstanding retired officer who might oth- 
erwise not feel in a position to make the 
financial sacrifice involved in turning 
down highly profitable private employ- 
ment as well as losing the pension.” 


Re-Rate AF Pilots 


Officials at USAF Headquarters said 
this week that up to this time about 300 
pilots who had been de-rated during the 
recent economy program in order to re- 
main on active duty have been restored to 
flight status. 

The economy attrition program re- 
sulted in the separation or de-rating of 
approximately 3,500 pilots. It is believed 
that a significant number of pilots who 
lost their ratings in this manner will be 
returned to flight duties, since there is a 
need for pilots to meet emergency re- 
quirements. What percentage of these 
former pilots, now filling administrative 
posts, would again be placed in flying 
assignments, was not revealed.

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Enlisted Promotions 


The Army this week, in a message 
(WCL 37400) to all commands drastically 
modified the Enlisted Career Guidance 
Program to meet new requirements re- 
lated to the fighting in Korea and the 
over-all expansion program. Promotions 
will be greatly accelerated by the new 
order. 

Thousands of temporary enlisted pro- 
motions loom for enlisted personnel as a 
result of the official action this week. It 
was obvious from the start of the fight- 
ing that the Career Guidance Program, 
tailored for the needs of a long-range 
peacetime Army, would have to be 
amended materially in order to meet 
emergency needs. 

Suspended were career guidance pro- 
motion procedures, including the use of 
uniform promotion examinations, pool- 
ing of Army-wide vacancies and qualifi- 
cation by time in grade and time in serv- 
ice requirements. Also suspended was 
efficiency reporting on enlisted personnel. 

All promotion examinations scheduled 
after 15 Aug. were cancelled. However, 
regular Career procedures following the 
Finance examinations held during the 
first week of this month, will be carried 
on so that appropriate career promotions 
earned on such examinations are made. 

Major commanders were authorized to 
open up promotions to fill up to 80 per 
cent of each local unit’s vacancies in the 
upper four pay grades under appropriate 
promotion ceilings of major commands. 
These local promotions may be effected 
without any time in grade or time in 
_service restriction or other requirement 
except the determination by the local 
commander of the individual’s qualifica- 
tion for a higher enlisted post. 

Promotions without regard to local po- 
sition vacancy are continued for person- 
nel in the lower four grades upon com- 
pletion of the currently prescribed time 
in grade and time in service. Medal of 
Honor promotions, Posthumous promo- 
tions and for 29 years of service are also 
continued in force. Current regulations 
with regard to continued promotions to 
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Grade E-2 of recruits completing training 
and to Grade E-3 of students and patients 
are continued. 

The Army announcement said that the 
enlisted career guidance MOS and career 
field structure remains in effect. The re- 
maining enlisted career fields with their 
new MOS, grades, job progression charts, 
and standards of grade authorization will 
be introduced as rapidly as they can be 
made ready. General Staff coordination 
has been completed on all but the last 
several remaining career fields. Prepara- 
tion for publishing is now underway for 
all other fields. Remaining T/O&E 
changes in line with the new career field 
MOS and grades will be made. 

While certain assignment restrictions 
affecting personnel in the lower four 
grades have been removed, the assign- 
ment procedures operating to keep per- 
sonnel in the upper three grades pri- 
marily assigned within their career field 
MOS grouping remain in force. However 
major commanders are authorized to 
modify or suspend the career field assign- 
ment restrictions for particular units 
under appropriate circumstances. Regu- 
lations prescribing assignment to appro- 
priate MOS remain in effect. 





Temporary Promotions 

There was no indication this week 
when the Army selection board consider- 
ing officers for temporary promotions to 
the grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
major and captain would finish its task. 

However, it has been reported that the 
initial group of these temporary promo- 
tions may be effected next month. 

Meantime, the Army continued to de- 
cline public release of eligibility criteria 
being employed by the selection board, 
composed of five major generals. 

It was emphasized that firm eligibility 
criteria cannot be promulgated because 
of the fluid situation regarding the 
Army’s current expansion. Slated in the 
first phase of the emergency expansion 
to reach a strength of 834,000, the Army 
is now destined to be “beefed up” to a 
force of over a million. 

Obviously, the greater the expansion, 
the more temporary promotions there 
will be to fill new vacancies. Therefore, 
elasticity is needed in zone of considera- 
tion criteria, Army officials state. 

The “best qualified” method is being 
used for temporary promotions to colo- 
nel, with the “fully qualified” method to 
be employed for promotions to lesser 
ranks. 

Under provisions of AR 605-12, the 
guiding regulation for Army temporary 
promotions, Reserve and Regular officers 
must be considered in proportion to the 
number in each category serving on ac- 
tive duty in a particular rank. Thus, for 
example, if there were 6,000 Reserve 
majors on active duty and 2,000 Regulars, 
the selection board would have to con- 
sider 3 Reserve officers for every Regular 
major. 


A Blend of 
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Engineer Chief Returns 

Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Army Chief 
of Engineers, has returned from an in- 
spection trip to Germany, France and 
England. His tour included visits to Ber- 
lin, the European Command Headquar- 
ters at Heidelberg and the Army Engi- 
neer School at Murnau. 

On invitation of Field Marshal Sir 
William Slim, Chief of the Imperial Gen- 
eral Staff, General Pick visited the Brit- 
ish Army Engineer Center at Chatham 
and installations of the Royal Engineers 
in London and other centers. During his 
stay in England, he was the guest of Maj. 
Gen. A. D. Campbell, Engineer-in-Chief 
of the British War Office. 

On 18 July, at the British War Office, 
in London, with Field Marshal Slim offi- 
ciating, General Pick was made an Hon- 
orary Companion of the Military Division 
of the Most Honourable Order of the 
Bath. 

Lt. Col. Craig Smyser, Executive, ac- 
companied General Pick. 





Lorraine Campaign History 

First of a series of nine volumes cover- 
ing activities of American armies in the 
European Theater of Operations, “The 
Lorraine Campaign” is scheduled to be 
published 1 Sept. 

The volume covers operations of Gen- 
eral George S. Patton’s Third Army be- 
tween the Moselle River and the Sieg- 
fried Line from 1 Sept. to 16 Dec., 1944. 
Over a quarter of a million American 
soldiers participated. Tactical operations 
of six armored divisions—the 4th, 6th, 
7th, 10th, 12th and the French 2d, and 
eight infantry divisions—the 5th, 26th, 
35th, 79th, 80th, 87th, 90th, and 95th— 
are traced in this three and a half month 
campaign that took the Third Army from 
France into German territory. 

The author, Dr. Hugh M. Cole, is a vet- 
eran of the campaign, having served 
with the Third Army as historian. Prior 
to the war he taught military history at 
the University of Chicago. 





Rename Hospitals 

The Army has issued General Orders 
21 changing the designation of all Gen- 
eral Hospitals to Army Hospitals; thus 
Walter Reed General Hospital becomes 
Walter Reed Army Hospital. Only excep- 
tion among the general hospitals is the 
name of the Army and Navy General 
Hospital at Hot Springs, Ark., which re- 
mains unchanged. Its name was given by 
Congress. 

The station hospitals are to be desig- 
nated as U. S. Army Hospitals. Thus, for 
example the Station Hospital, Ft. Dix, 
N. J., becomes U. S. Army Hospital, Ft. 
Dix, N. J. 

The new terminology, it was stated, 
follows the Navy’s designations. The 
Navy does not identify its general-type 
hospitals as such.

Household goods which 
have reached the ports, are en route the 
ports, being packed and crated for ship- 
ment, or which have reached Government 
storage and are affected by this restric. 
tion may be forwarded any place desig. 
nated by owner or his agent, whenever 
port call and/or travel authorization for 
his dependents have been suspended 
Such shipment includes necessary dray- 
age, unpacking and storage (Government 
or commercial) as included for perma- 
nent change of station. 

Once household goods have been for. 
warded to a designated point, they may 
again be reshipped at Government ex. 
pense to current duty station only. Bills 
of lading or other shipping documents 
issued in connection with such shipments 
will be annotated, “Shipment forwarded 
under provision paragraph 15g, Executive 
Order 10053, AR 55-160.” Household goods 
which have not departed last permanent 
duty station may be forwarded to any 
designated point in accordance with para- 
c= 10b, Executive Order 10053, AR 





Transportation School

He is the recipient also of a Bronze 
Star and the Purple Heart with two clusters. 

Six members of the 19th Infantry Regiment 
have been awarded Distinguished Service 
Crosses for extraordinary heroism and 13 
members of the Korean Military Advisory 
Group were awarded Bronze Star Medals for 
meritorious service. 

Maj. John M. Cook was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross posthumously for 
extraordinary heroism in action near Taep- 
yong-Ni, Korea, on 16 July. 

Chaplain (Capt.) Herman G. Felhoelter, in 
combat on the Kum river north of Taejon. 
voluntarily remained behind to give spiritual 
comfort and aid to seriously wounded men 
who could not be evacuated in the face of an 
overwhelming night attack by superior enemy 
forces. ‘‘When last seen Chaplain Felhoelter 
was still administering to the wounded,"’ ac- 
cording to the general order which added 
that his ‘‘valorous deed was an inspiration 
to every member of his regiment .. .’’ The 
four other Distinguished Service Crosses 
were awarded for acts of extraordinary hero- 
ism in combat near Taepyong-Ni, Korea, 16 
July, to the following men of the 19th In- 
fantry Regiment: SFC Chester W. Van 
Orman later commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant on the battlefield; SFC Chester H. 
Brown: PFC Charles Allen Tabor, and PFC 
Charles L. Shanholtz. 

Bronze Star Medals were awarded to the 
following members of the Korean Military 
Advisory Group for meritorious service dur- 
ing the period 3to 9 July: 

Cpl. Elijah G. Johnson (posthumous), Medi- 
cal Department.

Lieutenant Bazzurro_re- 
ceived a broken leg when an artillery ob- 
servation plane in which he was flying with 
Ist Lt. William H. Dussell, pilot, was shot 
down by enemy aircraft. An infantry patrol 
rescued Lieutenant Dussell. 

A news photograph this week showed Capt. 
Phyllis M. LaConte, an Army nurse, and 
Lt. Marguerette J. Liebold, flight nurse, at- 
tending to wounded awaiting air evacuation 
at a forward base in Korea. 

Lt. Col. John H. Michaelis was commander 
of a force which defeated a North Korean 
regiment attacking toward the port of Pusan. 

Lt. Walter Beck was with a group of Ameri- 
cans who brought trucks to evacuate a South 
Korean battalion which insisted on remain- 
ing on the west side of the Naktong River 
to fight the Reds. 

Lt. John L. Buckley was with a spearhead 
infantry unit which dashed 22 miles behind 
enemy lines to capture valuable documents 
pod Russian-made equipment in the Chinju 

Capt. Linton J. Buttrey, a Medical Service 
Corps officer, was awarded the Silver Star in 
424th Division general order, which cited him 
for heroism in caring for the wounded at 
an advanced aid station of the 19th Infantry 
Regiment. He himself was wounded. 

Award of four Silver Star and four Bronze 
Star decorations by Headquarters, 24th In- 
fantry Division, was reported from Tokyo on 
8 Aug. Recipients of the Silver Star Medal 
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were SFC. Morgan L. Downs, who received 
the award posthumously, Pvt. John R. 
Stovall, Cpl. Aubrey H. Brewer and Capt. 
Jack E. Smith. 

Awarded Bronze Star Medals were Pvt. 
Anthony Callahan, PFC Alexander C. Hen- 
derson, Sgt. Conrad Lopez and PFC. James 
D. Batten. 

Lt. Col. William C. Holley of the Ist 
Cavalry Division had orders to blow up an 
American train stranded just outside his di- 
vision’s sector. Instead, with a group of 20 
riflemen, he managed to seize the railroad 
station near Kumchon and a locomotive was 
obtained after a two hour delay. The train 
was hauled to safety. 

AIR FORCE 

Maj. Cecil F. Goodson, awarded the Bronze 
Star Medal by Lt. Gen. George E. Strate- 
meyer, Commanding General, Far East Air 
Forces, was the first member of the Twen- 
tieth Air Force to receive a combat decoration 
in the Korean conflict. Present at the award 





ceremony were Maj. Gen. Alvan C. Kincaid, 
Commanding General of the Twentieth AF, 
and Maj. Gen. Emmett O’Donnell, Command- 
ing General of the FEAF Bomber Command. 

Capt. Ralph E. Bower related how his B-29 
hit a combination railroad highway bridge 
east of Seoul, after a primary target had 
been bombed out by preceeding Superforts. 

ist Lt. Edward C. Looker, in an accompany- 
ing B-29, confirmed the hit on the bridge 
target. 

Ist Lt. Roger E. Eagor, deprived of a 
morning F-51 mission because of bad weather, 
asked and was given an afternoon assign- 
ment, when weather cleared. He said he 
wanted to keep up with the score of his 
buddy, 1st Lt. Robert C. Shippley. 

1st Lt. John M. Netterblad reported good 
results in attacks against North Korean tanks, 
as did Capt. Homer K. Hansen, while Capt. 
Owen E. Radcliff fired rockets against a large 
building with vehicles and half tracks sur- 
rounding it. About 200 enemy troops were 
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also caught in the fire of his rockets and 
50-calibre guns.

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Review Navy Pass-Overs 


The Brooks sub-committee of the 
House Committee on Armed Services 
voted 9 Aug. to report favorably to the 
full comrnittee the Senate-passed bill 
authorizing a review of the records of 
Wavy and Marine Corps officers passed- 
over by war panels and with power to 
advance officers who should have been 
promoted. 

The bill originated as one to advance 
Comdr. Edward W. Rawlins, USN, to the 
rank of captain, but the Senate Com- 
mittee after hearing a number of wit- 
messes broadened it for a general review 
of all such cases. It was strongly opposed 
by the Navy Department, but finally 
passed the Senate. When hearings were 
held in the House other cases of seeming 
injustices were brought up. 

When it became apparent that the 
House subcommittee was going to report 
the bill, the Navy Bureau of Personnel 
representatives recammended a number 
of amendments. 

As amended by the subcommittee the 
original language that the review boards 
are to determine if there was any “error, 
administrative delay, oversight, or in- 
justice” was changed to read “adminis- 
trative error or other circumstance of 
administration.” Also the provision for 
“personal appearance of the officer con- 
cerned at his own request” was deleted. 
Many other changes in wording were 
recommended by the subcommittee, but 
it was stated that the intent of the bill 
remains the same. 








Second Division Reunion 

Members and veverans of the Second 
Marine Division are meeting in Washing- 
ton, D. C. this week-end for their first 
postwar reunion.

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Trans-Pacific Run 


The Navy’s Lockheed Constitution, 
largest commercial-type landplane in the 
United States, has initiated a trans- 
Pacific run between Moffett Field, Calif., 
and Barber’s Point NAS, Oahu, Hawaii. 

A Navy spokesman in Washington said 
the run has been made only twice so far, 
and that it will probably be irregular for 
the present. The flights are being made 
in support of the Far East fleet. 

First of the regularly scheduled flights 
was made on 1 Aug., and took ten hours 
and 42 minutes. The plane, piloted by Lt. 
Comdr. Louis R. Burnett, carried 50 
passengers and a regular load of cargo 
in addition to its 1l-member crew. 





OKs Navy Ship Expansion 

The President this week approved the 
$350,000,000 shipbuilding and conversion 
program which will provide the Navy 
with its first atomic-powered submarine. 

In addition to the atomic-sub and a 
guided missiles cruiser, each to cost about 
$40,000,000, the authorization provides 
for 18 other submarines, including one 
coastal type, one with a closed cycle pro- 
pulsion plant, a high-speed underwater 
target sub, 11 snorkel types with in- 
creased speed, a mine-laying sub, and 
three underseas killer vessels. 

Also to be built under the program are 
79 landing craft, eight auxiliary vessels, 
and 20 service craft. 

Ships to be converted include one fleet 
aircraft carrier, which will be modern- 
ized throughout, four destroyer escorts 
for anti-sub work, four radar pickets, and 
four auxiliary type vessels. 

The original bill was sponsored by 
Chairman Carl Vinson (D.-Ga.) of the 
House Armed Services Committee, who 
said that it would provide the Navy “with 
the first of the ships it will need in the 
Atomic Age.”

In addition, a facsimile of the 
pennant may be painted on each plane 
assigned to the squadron. 

Enlisted personnel assigned to ships 
and aircraft squadrons winning the award 
are entitled to wear an “E” on the upper 
right sleeve.

8, 49, and 22, VS 22, and two Marine 
squadrons, VMF 212 and 214.

Call Marine “Volunteers” 


The Marine Corps announced this week 
that it plans to call a large number of its 
inactive “Volunteer” Reservists to ex. 
tended active duty. 

Originally it was estimated that ap. 
proximately 50,000 of the Corps’ 80,000 
Volunteers would be called during the 
period 15 Aug. to 31 Oct., but this was 
later amplified by the announcement that 
those to be mobilized would be mainly 
officers of the rank of Captain and below, 
with combat type military occupational 
specialties, and enlisted men of the rank 
of Sergeant and below, in all specialties, 

The Marine Corps said that “very few 
senior officers and senior enlisted men 
will be called up in the first phase.” Some 
officers and men, above the grade of 
Captain and Sergeant, will be called if 
they have critical MOSs, but the Corps 
pointed out that it has not yet completed 
the calculation of the total grade and 
MOS requirements. None of the critical 
MOSs were designated but the Plans and 
Policies Division said electronics person- 
nel and amtrack personnel “are the type 
we will need.” 

Officers with combat type MOS will fall 
largely into the infantry and artillery 
classifications. 

At the same time it was announced that 
“more” Organized Air Reserve units “are 
in the process of being called,” but the 
number of units had not been determined 
at the time of the announcement. The 
Corps had previously mobilized a few of 
its Organized Air squadrons and all of 
its Organized Reserve ground units. 

The Volunteer Reservists, who are not 
members of organized units, will prob- 
ably be assigned to the two largest Ma- 
rine Corps “boot” camps, Camp Lejeune, 
N. C., and Camp Pendleton, Calif. Com- 
manders of Marine Districts have been 
notified that they may accept voluntary 
applications from the inactive Reservists 
effective at once. 

In Congress, meanwhile, Rep. Mike 
Mansfield (D., Mont.) renewed his re- 
quest for “a permanent floor of 300,000 
men” for the Marine Corps, and again 
asked that the Marine Commandant be 
given a permanent position on the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

“Four Marine divisions,” he _ said, 
“should be maintained for duty all the 
time.” And they “need not, in their en- 
tirety,” he added, “be stationed in the 
United States, but should serve overseas 
as well as in the occupied countries.” 

Representative Mansfield said that if 
his recommendations were enacted, “then 
the Key West agreement can really be 
put into effect.” Under the agreement, 
the Marine Corps was made responsible 
for providing “fleet naval forces of com- 
bined arms, together with supporting air 
components, for service with the fleet in 
the seizure of defense of advanced naval 
bases and for the conduct of such land 
operations as may be essential to the 
prosecution of a naval campaign.”

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Women Doctors 


There were two major developments on 
Capitol Hill this week relating to the 
problem of obtaining adequate numbers 
of medical officers for the Armed Forces: 

1, Senator Chan Gurney (R-SD) of the 
Armed Services Committee introduced 
legislation (S. 4029) providing for the 
registration of all doctors under 45 years 
of age and said there should be a ratio 
of four doctors and two dentists for every 
1,000 men inducted into the Armed Forces. 
He would have doctors drafted if neces- 
sary with first priority going to persons 
who received their medical education at 


Government expense 


during and im- 


mediately after World War II. Other doc- 
tors would be called next who had the 
least amount of wartime service. 

2. The Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee took action on House-passed legisla- 
tion to provide for appointment of female 
doctors in the Armed Forces. The Navy, 
acting under its WAVE law, already has 
authority for such appointments and at 
the present time has 3 female doctors in 
its Regular establishment and 28 Reserve 
women doctors—all of whom are entitled 
to and receive the extra $100 monthly 
remuneration for doctors in military serv- 
ice even though they are commissioned 


in the Waves and not 


Corps. 


in the Medical 


Brig. Gen. Paul Robinson, Chief of Per- 
sonnel in the Office of the Army Surgeon 
General, said the Army wants 50 female 


doctors and 25 dentists. 
Col. William J. Kennard of the 


Air 


Surgeon’s Office also expressed approval 
of the bill authorizing appointment of 
women doctors, who would be integrated 
in the Regular and Reserve establish- 
ments, just exactly as is done with male 


medical officers. 
Colonel Kennard 


reported 


the Air 


Force has a present requirement for 1,697 
doctors and 750 dentists, but has a short- 
age of 805 doctors and 189 dentists. 
Although the Army, Air Force and De- 
partment of Defense strongly supported 
the legislation, the Navy said it already 
has sufficient authority and does not want 
the new law to be applied to its Medical 
Service. The Armed Services sub-commit- 
tee which conducted the hearings ap- 
parently wants a uniform law for all the 


Services. 


It was pointed out that in the Navy 


women doctors who 


are brought in 


through the WAVE program are thus 
restricted as to the rank they may attain. 
Normally, no WAVE officer is promoted 
above the rank of commander. Similarly, 
a WAC or WAF ofiicer has only a rare 
chance of going above lieutenant colonel. 

The Army and Air Force want their 
women doctors, if they are authorized for 
service in the medical departments, to be 
able to rise in rank on equal terms with 


male medical officers. 





Tax Exemptions 


_ Representative Daniel J. Flood (D-Pa.) 
introduced a bill 8 Aug. to reinstate the 
income tax exemptions allowed prior to 
1949 with respect to compensation re- 
ceived for active service in the Armed 
Forces after 24 June 1950, the date of 
the opening of hostilities in Korea. 
Congressman Flood pointed out that 
the legislation would obviate the neces- 
sity of the large majority of service per- 
Sonne] figuring out complicated tax forms 
during their period of military service as 
Well as assist them in adjusting their 
military income to their requirements.

War or no war, the pace of modern 
weapons development and the march of 
science and technology in all fields bear- 
ng on air materiel will not allow the Air 
Force to slash its education of technical 
officer specialists, according to word from 
the USAF Institute of Technology, 
Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio. 

“On the contrary,” said Col. Leighton 
I. Davis, USAFIT’s Deputy Commandant, 
“we know that transitions and change- 
overs to new advanced equipment will 
demand that we be ready with a greater 
number of officers who have had special- 
ized engineering and scientific training.” 

Today USAFIT is setting its sights on 
some 5,000 regular AF officers who hold 
BS degrees and who represent a fertile 
field for the AF’s program of advanced 
education to meet requirements for spe- 
cialists under current and future expan- 
sion plans. 

Asked about recent cutbacks in the 
USAFIT Class of 1952, slated to enroll in 
September, Institute authorities pointed 
out that this move was essential to permit 
the channeling of young rated personnel 
into necessary operational duties. This 
curtailment will affect only undergradu- 
ate and non-technical groups, they said. 

In September, the Institute will enroll 
66 officers in its resident colleges of engi- 
neering sciences and industrial admini- 
stration at Wright-Patterson and send 123 
others to civilian colleges and universities 
for advanced work in such technical fields 
as nuclear physics, nuclear engineering, 
radiological defense, biological warfare, 
aeronautical and electrical engineering, 
electronics, guided missiles, armament, 
jet rockets and other specialties. 

The resident class of 1951 consisting of 
135 officers who have reached the half- 
way point in their two-year curriculum 
may suffer some reduction, officials said. 
But the mission of providing competently 
trained engineers and administrators for 
increasingly complicated weapons and 
weapons systems must be continued, ac- 
cording to the announcement. “Any other 
course of action, at a time when elec- 
tronic, armament, and design advances 
are coming at a rapid rate, would be fool- 
hardy,” it continued. 

The Institute’s Civilian Institutions 
program which has recently been reduced 
by some 500 officers will continue to place 
strong emphasis on college work at 
graduate levels, it was pointed out. There 
will be no reduction in graduate engi- 
neering and scientific fields of study. The 
accent in this area will remain on ad- 
vanced education for qualified officers in 
all fields that have practical applications 
in today’s Air Force. 

All officers under thirty-seven years of 
age and possessing BS or engineering de- 
grees have been urged by USAFIT to give 
special consideration to applications for 
graduate work in fields cited above. Pro- 
visions of AF Regulation 50-15 still apply 
and requests for evaluation should be for- 
warded as outlined therein to the Com- 
mandant, USAFIT, Wright - Patterson 
AFB, Dayton. 





AF Halts Res. Promotions 

The Air Force announced on 5 Aug. 
that promotions of officers and enlisted 
men in the USAF Reserve are being tem- 
porarily suspended. This action is being 
taken pending the outcome of a study of 
the effects of the Air Force recall pro- 
gram on the Air Reserve grade structure. 

Recommendations for promotions of 
USAF Reserve personnel are being held 
in abeyance. However, Reserve officers 
now on extended active duty, who were 
promoted in AFUS to a temporary grade 
higher than their reserve grade, are still 
eligible for promotion in the Reserve to 
grades equal to those held in the AFUS, 
an official announcement stated. 


Ask any Officer 
abéut Uniforms by 
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Military Housing 

Department of Defense officials told | 
THE JOURNAL this week that the impact- 
of the Korean conflict to date has not con- 
fronted the military housing program 
with any serious dangers insofar as price 
rises are concerned as the Air Force re- 
leased a summary of its family housing 
program. 

They said that unless there should be 
a significant further increase in building 
costs, the construction of family housing 
units for military personnel will proceed 
as scheduled. 

With regard to the availability of ma- 
terials, there was less information avail- 
able. However, it is believed that if pri- 
orities should be invoked, the military 
housing program would be given a rela- 
tively high status. 

There were reports that some contrac- 
tors who have received awards for 
Wherry Act construction have indicated 
their willingness to bid on further proj- 
ects at costs to the Government similar 
to those asked prior to the outbreak of 
war in Korea. 

Thus, late this week the housing pic- 
ture for families of military personnel 
was framed in optimistic terms. 

In this regard, the Air Force announced 
a list of 37 installations that have re- 
ceived certification for 19,312 Wherry Act 
housing units. The list, released by the 
Air Force, summarized projects which 
have been announced individually during | 
recent months. 

Of the 37 approved projects, the hous- 
ing project at Maxwell AFB, Montgom- 
ery, Ala., has been completed and con- 
struction is going on at eleven other 
bases. Units at MacDill AFB, Tampa, Fla.; 
Kelly AFB, San Antonio, Tex, and Great 
Falls AFB, Mont. are nearly completed 
and are being occupied as individual units 
are finished.

AF Training Group 


Activation of a USAF basic training 
group consisting of 10 basic military 
training squadrons at Sheppard AFB, 


Tex., has been announced by Maj. Gen 
Charles W. Lawrence, commanding gen- 
eral, 3700th AF Indoctrination Wing 
Lackland AFB, Tex. 

According to General Lawrence, the 
directive from Headquarters Air Training 
Command, Scott AFB, establishing the 
unit at Sheppard, effective 25 July, was 
to increase the facilities for the conduct 
of indoctrination training. 

Under instructions received from 
Training Command Headquarters, Lack- 
land was ordered to fill personnel re 
quirements for the cadre of the new unit. 
No actual movement date of the cadre 
from Lackland, the Gateway to the Air 
Force base has been announced. An an- 
ticipated permanent party complement 
of 50 officers and 600 airmen are expected 
to be needed to fill training requirements. 

Col. Frederick W. Ott, commander of 
the 3710th basic military training group.

Taine this phase of their training 
the student flight surgeons are given 
shorter tours of indoctrination in fighter 
and bomber type aircraft, including jets, 
at advanced bases. Furthermore, they 
participate in a week-long industrial med- 
ical seminar at the Aero Medical Labora- 
tory at Wright-Patterson AFB. 

Medical Examiners 
Another similar though much shorter 
course is offered to enable reserve, na- 
tional guard and foreign officers, as well 
as many other regular officers, to qualify 
as Aviation Medical Examiners. This is 
an 11-weeks’ course, graduates of which 





are required to serve a year in the field 
and then obtain a proper recommenda- 
tion before becoming eligible for the flight 
surgeon rating. It has been the practice, 
however, to award foreign graduates their 
flight surgeon wings upon graduation. 
Officers from more than 30 foreign coun- 
tries have taken this course. And for the 
convenience of reserve and national 
guard officers who cannot leave their 
civilian practice for 11 weeks, this course 
has been broken into three phases of 
three weeks each. In this way an officer 
may take one, two or all three phases 
in one, two or three years. He must, how- 
ever, complete the course within three 
years, after which he is required to ob- 
tain two weeks of flight indoctrination 
with the reserve or national guard unit 
to which he is assigned. Those taking 
the course without interruption receive 
this two weeks of flight indoctrination 
here at Randolph. 

And now about our research activities. 
Investigation into the effects of altitude, 
speed, extreme heat and bitter cold upon 
the human body is a continual process at 
the School of Aviation Medicine. The 
scope of this research covers a wide arc, 
ranging from psychological in the ab- 
stract field to pure mechanics in the ma- 
terial. 

Research into altitudinal effects on air- 
men began during World War I when 
Strange, inexplicable symptoms were 
noted among Allied flyers, whereupon 
the U. S. Army Surgeon General ap- 
pointed a board of medical officers to ini- 
tiate research into those ailments appar-

ently peculiar to flight. It was from this 
handful of medical investigators, head- 
quartered at Mineola, Long Island, New 
York, that evolved the School of Avia- 
tion Medicine whose ever expanding re- 
search and instruction now requires 
more than 60 buildings to house its lab- 
oratories and classrooms. More than 100 
separate research projects are now un- 
derway in its labs. 


Altitude Problems 


Even yet most of the school’s research 
projects deal with altitude, since some 
33 years of research continue to pose new 
problems. Among the later developments 
designed to make high altitudes a safer 
place in which to live is a new hypoxia 
(oxygen starvation) warning device. It 
was developed in our Department of Neu- 
ropsychiatry and is still undergoing tests. 
The oxygen supply at over 20,000 feet is 
not sufficient to sustain human life for 
more than a few minutes, and pilots fly- 
ing at such altitudes depend on pressur- 
ized cabins or oxygen equipment for their 
very lives. If this supply should fail at 
25,000 feet, mental abilities deteriorate 
in approximately three and three-quar- 
ters minutes, and in another 40 seconds 
all consciousness is lost. And the treach- 
ery of it is that this loss of sensibility 
comes without the flyer realizing any- 
thing is wrong. 

“Electroencephalometric Hypoxia Indi- 
cator” is the technical name given this 
new life-saving device. What it actually 
does is measure a pilot’s brain waves and 
warn him of his gradual loss of mental 
agility by flashing a red light in the cock- 
pit when oxygen starvation sets in. At 
25,000 feet this light flashes 90 seconds 
after the oxvgen supply is interrupted, 
leaving the pilot approximately two anda 
quarter minutes to correct the oxygen 
flow or descend to safer levels. 


AF Medical Teams 


While research and the training of 
flight surgeons might properly be classed 
as its headlined activities, the School of 
Aviation Medicine actually does much 
more. It turns out hundreds of indispensa- 
ble members of the air force medical 
team such as flight nurses, physiological 
training officers, aeromedical technicians 
and other types of specialists in the ever 
expanding field of aviation medicine. 

In 1949, the last full year of operation, 
the school graduated 393 students, ex- 
clusive of flight surgeons and aviation 
medical examiners. So far in 1950 we have 
graduated an even 100 officers and airmen 
in various non-doctor categories, and 
other such groups are moving steadily 
along the line of technical progression. 

Our school trains all flight nurses for 
both the air force and the navy, and 1949 
saw 20 navy nurses complete this train- 
ing. They outnumbered our own air force 
nurses by three. But the flight nurse 
class that just graduated in June num- 
bered 24 air force but no navy nurses. 
Additional members of the last two 
classes were five nurses of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force and eight male offi- 
cers of the Medical Service Corps. These 
men took the flight nurse course volun- 
tarily because it is so closely affiliated 
with their regular work in air evacuation. 


Health Physics 

The shortest course we offer is known 
as the Health Physics Technician course 
of two weeks’ duration. This is a course 
given by our Biophysics Department for 
airmen, qualifying them as radiological 
monitors. A large corps of such specialists 
would be necessary in atomic warfare. 
Value of this training is further empha- 
sized by the fact that the Texas State 
Department of Public Health requested 
and received permission for a number of 
its employes to take this course. 

Among other courses for airmen, the 
most popular has been the Aeromedical 
Technician course. These classes are com- 
posed of specially qualified and highly 
screened enlisted personnel who are given 
five months of intensive medical training 
at the School of Aviation Medicine fol- 
lowed by five months of practical train- 
ing in military hospitals. This does not 
make doctors of them, of course, but they 
are qualified to perform much routine 
medical work, thus permitting medical 
officers more time for duties requiring 
professional attention. 


Other Airmen Courses 


Still other courses for airmen are those 
of Altitude Chamber Technician, Clinical 





Psychological Examiner, Flight Surgeon 
Assistant and Air Evacuation Technician. 
Each is vital to the complete air force 
medical team. 

As the speed, altitude and range of 
modern aircraft increases, with the ac- 
companying possibility of ditching or 
forced landings in rough and isolated re- 
gions, importance of the Physiological 
Training Officer becomes greater. He is 
trained for this important role at the 
School of Aviation Medicine. Graduates 
of this course, most of whom are rated 
pilots, are assigned throughout the vari- 
ous air force commands with the general 
mission of training air crewmen in proper 
use of high altitude and survival equip- 
ment at altitude, on the water, in the 
arctic or on the desert. Fourteen officers 
completed this course in 1949 and 11 so 
far this year. 

The importance of selecting proper type 
personnel to pilot and man high-speed 
aircraft. and of training selected medical 
personnel to safeguard the airman’s 
physical and mental welfare cannot te 
minimized. Neither can we slacken our 
efforts toward development of new safety 
and life-saving equipment. Consequently 
as air margins are pushed ever onward 
and upward toward greater speeds and 
higher altitudes, it will be the never end- 
ing mission of the Air Force School of 
Aviation Medicine to keep abreast of mod- 
ern aircraft development and thus guar- 
antee the best in human efficiency for 
our stratospheric and supersonic planes.

Government Positions for Retired Officers. The Library of Congress is having 
difficulty securing a qualified military specialist as senior analyst in its Legislative 
Reference Service. Mr. Luther Evans, the Librarian of Congress, complains that 
the statute which prohibits a retired officer from receiving dual compensation from 
the government prevents the Library from employing a suitable retired officer be- 
cause acceptance of the position would mean that the officer would have to forego 
his retired pay. Employment by a private firm would not entail such a sacrifice. 
Accordingly, Chairman Vinson of the House Armed Services Committee introduced a 
bill to permit the Librarian .to employ a retired officer without subjecting him to the 
dual compensation restriction. The Department of Defense, however, has taken 
the strange position that while it does not approve of the dual compensation re- 
striction it cannot sanction making exceptions to the law. Moreover, it expressed 
the opinion that a retired officer would not be particularly suitable for such a 
post because after his retirement he would became less familiar with what is going 
on militarily and, furthermore, his views would be colored by those of the com- 
ponent in which he served. This would appear to leave the alternative that some- 
one who has had no military experience would be better fitted. The argument that 
exceptions should not be made to the law is untenable inasmuch as it does not 
now apply to any retired enlisted men nor to officers retired for battle wounds. 
The more exceptions made to it the easier it will be to bring about its complete 
repeal. 


Why Sneer at General and Flag Officers? Representative R. Walter Riehlman 
(R-NY) introduced a bill this week to grant a special $1,500 income tax exemption 
to service personnel in the combat zone. But in doing so he chose to use innuendo 
to reflect upon the higher ranking officers by saying “Most of the individuals re- 
ceiving relief from this proposal will be enlisted men and junior officers. Very few 
high ranking officers, who are incidentally extremely well paid, will be found in the 
combat zones.” He felt, he said, that his proposed relief would be equitable between 
those “on duty at the Pentagon” and those at the fighting front. We wonder if 
Mr. Riehlman read reports of the valiant General Dean missing in action after 
fighting desperately side by side with his men? Has he seen the photographs and 
read the dispatches telling of General Walker and the other Army and Marine 
Corps general officers daily under direct enemy fire? Does he know of General 
MacArthur’s flights in and out of the combat zone? Where does he think the flag 
officers of the Navy go when their vessels are in dangerous waters? Such snide 
remarks ill become a member of Congress. 


Air Transports for Peace and War. Air transportation of personnel and ma- 
terial is of vital importance to the Army, Navy, and Air Force in the carrying out 
of their world wide responsibilities. Today American made transport planes are 
in use on major airlines throughout the world. How about the future? Last March 
the British de Havilland Comet turbojet powered airliner flew from London to 
Rome in a minute less than two hours. In April the Avro Canada Jetliner, also 
turbojet powered, flew from Toronto to New York in one hour. Admiral De Witt 
C. Ramsey, whose experience with carriers and task forces in the Pacific and his 
present presidency of the Aircraft Industries Association make him well aware of 
the significance of these developments, told a House Committee this week that 
American leadership in air transportation is seriously challenged. The British de- 
velopment was achieved with government support estimated at $300,000,000. Yet 
the best program to which Congress has given serious consideration provides a 
maximum of only $12,500,000 for the testing of advanced transport prototypes after 
the manufacturers have developed them. Such a measure, Admiral Ramsey told 
the committee, would be a help but only a “partial solution.” An earlier Depart- 
ment of Defense project for government sponsored air transport development was 
rejected by the Bureau of the Budget. The operation in Korea has required the 
support of a substantial number of planes from our commercial airlines. Can we 
afford to lag in the development of such critical equipment? 
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Combat Arms Need Chiefs 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Your recent timely editorial, “Chiefs 
of Combat Arms,” strikes a responsive 
chord in the heart of every soldier who 
has experienced the frustration of the 
past year or two resulting from the fact 
that we have no Chiefs of the combat 
arms. 

This unfortunate state of affairs has 
been the cause of considerable apprehen- 
sion throughout the combat arms in the 
field, where it is felt that lack of repre- 
sentation in Washington is having an ad- 
verse effect upon the interests of the 
fighting troops. This lack of representa- 
tion has been highlighted by our Army’s 
impotence to engage successfully the 
tanks and armor of the North Korean 
Forces. Many persons in and out of the 
service are asking, “Where is our famous 
armor of yesterday?” 

If, as has been said so many times, 
“it takes armor to defeat armor,” what 
an awakening it is to view the sad plight 
of today’s United States armor as con- 
trasted with the powerful and effective 
World War II armor that knifed through 
France and Germany so decisively. 

Would armor have fallen in repute in 
our highest military circles if there were 
today a chief of that combat branch? 
Where is our armored leadership that 
built up the sixteen United States ar- 
mored divisions, numerous tank battal- 
ions, and mechanized cavalry into such 
a force in World War II? 

If sincere comments can be taken as 
an indication of the real feeling of indi- 
viduals, then it is fair to say that per- 
sonnel of combat arms feel that they 
have no one to represent their special 
interests in our present Army organiza- 
tion at Washington. Yes, there is a Chief 
of Engineers, a Quartermaster General, 
a Chief Signal Officer, etc., to represent 
the technical services. But the combat 
soldier, the one who does the fighting, 
has no one to represent his particular 
arm. 

As you so aptly stated in your editorial, 
“this is indeed a strange state of affairs.” 

To restore the Chiefs of the Combat 
Arms to the Army would unquestionably 
be welcomed with enthusiasm by the ma- 
jority of personnel of the combat arms— 
particularly the juniors, who are looking 
for dynamic leadership in their arms.

Retired in Error, Must Pay 

The Comptroller General has ruled that 
454 Army Reserve officers were retired 
erroneously and must repay full or par- 
tial retirement benefits to the Govern- 
ment. 

The Comptroller stated: 

“where certain service was included er- 
roneously in determining the entitlement to 
retirement and in computing the rate of re- 
tired pay of reservists or former reservists 
transferred to the Army of the United States 
Retired List under title III of the Army and 
Air Force Vitalization and Retirement Equal- 
ization Act of 1948, such persons may not be 
considered as in the status of de facto re- 
tired officers and, therefore, may not retain 
the erroneous payments of retired pay made 
to them."’ 

Two categories of cases involving non- 
federally recognized service in the Na- 
tional Guard were cited by the Secretary 
of the Army as illustrative of the point 
involved. 

“One category of cases is illustrated by the 
retirement of Lt Col. Percy A. Walton, 
0-135485. In this caSe, represen‘ative of others, 
non-federally recognized service in the Na- 
tional Guard of a state which was not federal 
service as defined in Section 306 of Title III 
of said act, was included as service in de- 
termining the eligibility of Colonel Walton 
to retirement. Without this non-federally 
recognized National Guard service, this offi- 
cer has not sufficient service to qualify for 
retirement under Title III of the above cited 
act. 

“Another category of cases is illustrated 
by the retirement of Maj. Edward R Thorne, 
0-141951, who is now 73 years of age and a 
paralytic. It is stated he is entirely dependent 
on the Government retirement pay for his 
means of livelihood and medical care. The 
overpayment of Major Thorne amounted to 
$508.66. In this class of cases likewise non- 
federally recognized service in the National 
Guard of a state was subsequently deter- 
mined not to be service which could be 
counted as Federal service under Section 306 
of the act cited supra. The officers in this 
class of cases had sufficient service, excluding 
the stated National Guard ineligible service, 
to qualify for retirement, but the inclusion 
of this ineligible service entered into the com- 
putation of and increased their retired pay 
when placed on the Army of the United States 
retired list. The overpayments to persons 
in this category range from a few cents to 
$808.64 in one case."’ 

The Army contended that collection of 
the erroneous payments “which were due 
to administrative error without fault on 
the part of the Reservists or former Re- 
servists concerned will result in a distinct 
hardship to many of the persons in- 
volved.” 

The Comptroller General said, however, 
that they were not entitled to be retired 
under section 301(a) Title III, Act of 29 
June 1948, and stated: 

“I am construed to hold that collection 
of the overpayments and erroneous pay- 
ments here involved is required, the pos- 
sibility or probability that collection... 
may result in hardship in some cases con- 
stituting no legal basis for any different 
conclusion.”

Foreign Affairs—Replying to President Truman’s recent request to Atlantic 
Pact nations to speed up rearmament in view of the tense world situation, France 
this week pledged itself to strengthen its military establishment through a three- 
year program to guard against Communist aggression. At the same time it called 
upon the United States and Great Britain to station additional divisions in con- 
tinental Europe. 

The announcement said that France would spend the equivalent of $5.7 billion 
on the rearmament program. It plans an increase of military expenditures next 
year from $1.2 billion previously estimated to $1.428 billion. The proposed three- 
year program is expected to absorb at least ten per cent of the total national income. 
The program will give the French 15 divisions. 

The French government proposes a unified command of all the military forces 
of the western powers arrayed against Communism, and suggests a pool of fi- 
nancial and other resources for the maintenance and efficient operation of the 
combined forces. 


Great Britain, Belgium, Norway and Denmark also announced plans for the 
expansion of their military forces. With American assistance Britain proposes to 
spend $9.5 billion for defense during the next three years. Belgium proposes to 
increase annual defense expenditures by $106 million, from the current $170 million 
to $270 million. Denmark is arranging to spend $57 million for defense in the next 
two years. Norway proposes to increase her current $1 billion in annual military 
expenditures by $35 million. 

The question of rearming western Germany is receiving considerable attention 
from western diplomats. Many statesmen feel that the Germans should contribute 
manpower and other resources to European defense. However, France has re- 
iterated her opposition to German rearmament and to any change in limits set 
on German industry, such as the present ceiling on steel production. 

The proposal of the United States Senate to authorize a $100 million 
loan to Franco Spain, apparently in the belief that Spain, by reason of her geo- 
graphic position and ideological opposition to Communism, could render valuable 
aid in the defense of western Europe, is frowned on by both President Truman 
and Secretary of State Dean Acheson. The project has also received a cold recep- 
tion in official circles in Great Britain and France. 


In presiding over the Security Council of the United Nations at Lake Success 
this week Jacob Malik, the Russian representative, who is president for the month 
of August, continued his obstructionist tactics, and embraced every opportunity to 
inject anti-American propaganda into the proceedings. The question before the 
Council was the American resolution denouncing North Korea for defying the 
cease-fire order of the United Nations, and calling upon member countries to re- 
frain from assisting the Red invaders. Mr. Malik tried in every way to block its 
consideration. 

In the course of the debate Ambassador Warren Austin, representing the United 
States, openly accused the Soviet Union of encouraging North Korean aggression, 
and said that Russia could immediately stop the conflict, if it would. Mr. Malik 
made his usual vituperative reply, charging America with using gangster methods 
in the United Nations, and with wantonly slaughtering women and children through 
indiscriminate bombing of Korean cities. 

It became increasingly obvious that the Russian delegate was conducting a 
one-man filibuster against further United Nations action in the Korean crisis. He 
was insistent that representatives of North Korea be heard, in spite of the fact 
that it had defied the orders of the United Nations, and had refused to admit 
represenatives of the International Red Cross to its war prison camps, after prom- 
ising to do so. 


In the event of continued obstruction by the Soviet Union through filibuster 
tactics or the use of the veto, consideration is being given to calling an extra- 
ordinary session of the General Assembly to consider the Korean situation. While 
the Assembly’s functions in such cases are largely advisory, the effect on world 
opinion of a declaration supported by all non-Communist states could scarcely be 
ignored by Russia. 

In his fifth annual report Secretary-General Trygve Lie of the United Nations 
this week said the Korean crisis is the worst that has occurred since the war, 
and that! if it is promptly settled the world will be closer to peace than at any 
time since 1945. He appealed for an extraordinary meeting of the Security Council 
to be attended by the eleven foreign ministers in person. 

Mr. Lie strongly defended the action of the United Nations in intervening 
in Korea for the purpose of restoring peace. At the same time he adhered to his 
previous position that Red China be admitted to membership in the United Nations, 
as the government recognized and obeyed by the vast majority of the people and 
controlling the territory of China. 


Korean Campaign Ribbon—A proposed design for a Korean Campaign Ribbon 
has been submitted to top Army officials, Early announcement of authorization 
for this ribbon is anticipated. With the return of wounded from Korea to hospitals 
in the United States, the campaign ribbon, it is said, would be a lift to morale. 
Speculation that such a ribbon would be authorized was reported in the 22 July 
issue of THE JOURNAL. 


The Artillery Branch—Creation of the Artillery branch of the Army in the 
new Organization Law, which merges the Field Artillery and Coast Artillery, will 
be followed by consolidation of officer records in the Career Guidance section of 
the Adjutant General’s Office. The procedure for effecting the merger of these rec- 
ords is now under study, officials indicated this week. It was stated that personnel 
of the two Field Artillery and Coast Artillery divisions of the Career Guidance 
organization have been consolidated for several months. 


As to the likelihood of cross assignments of Coast Artillery and Field Artillery 
officers—only a small percentage of whom have adequate experience in both branches 
—this will not be accomplished immediately because of the current emergency. 
The Army will have to use its officers where they have the most experience and 
doubtless will have to forego the long-range intention to provide cross training. 





Remove Air Generals Names—The Air Force explained this week why two 
nominations of general officers were retracted after they had been submitted to 
the Senate. Removed from a list of Air Force general nominations before con- 
firmation by the Senate were the names of Maj. Gen. Bryant L. Boatner to he a 
permanent major general and Maj. Gen. Harry G. Armstrong to be a permanent 
brigadier general. 

Air Force officials said the names were taken off the list because they had 
been submitted to the White House and subsequently to the Senate in error. 
Neither officer, it was said, has sufficient time in his permanent grade for pro- 
motion to higher permanent rank. It was emphasized that the names were not 
removed because of disfavor at the White House or in the Senate. 

According to the 1950 volume of the Air Force Register, General Boatner, who 
is Commanding General of the Air Proving Ground, Eglin AFB, Fla., holds perma- 
nent rank as colonel from 2 April 1948. Subsequently, he was promoted to permanent 
brigadier general as of 16 Sept. 1949. General Armstrong, who is Surgeon Genera} 
of the Air Force, is listed in the 1950 Register as holding the permanent rank of 
colonel from 19 Oct. 1949. 


Origin of Marine Hymn—tThe lyrics of the well-known Marine Corps hymn 
can be recited by almost any grade school child in America but the question of 
who wrote the words and who composed the music have puzzled tune detectives 
for generations. 

Officially the words are attributed to unknown Marines. As for the music, 
the National Geographic Society notes that most authorities trace it to a French 
opera by Offenbach, but the Marine Corps currently is investigating the possibility 
that the tune may be an old Spanish folk song, adopted by Marines more than a 
century ago during the Mexican War. 


The Marine Corps Museum at Quantico holds an old, hand-painted standard 
carried in the War of 1812 which bears the inscription: “To the shores of Tripoli” 
—a motto resulting from successful action against the Tripolitan pirates in 1805. 
A later standard, also in the museum, has the added words: “To the halls of the 
Montezumas.” 

It is believed that some unknown veteran of the Mexican Wars borrowed these 
two phrases in penning the first verse. A Navy song publication credits some of 
the later lines to Col. Henry C. Davis, who is believed to have written them at 
Guantanamo, Cuba, in 1911, but the historical division at Marine Headquarters 
recognizes no attribution for any of the various stanzas. Only three of the nu- 
merous verses which have been written are considered official. One of these, the 
last, takes a friendly poke at the Army and Navy: 

“If the Army and the Navy 

Ever gaze on Heaven’s scenes 

They will find the streets are guarded 
By United States Marines.” 


Modernize British Fleet—Defense Minister Emaneul Shinwell of Great Britain 
has ordered the Admiralty to speed modernization of the Royal Navy to meet the 
requirements of atomic warfare. Emphasis will be on aircraft carriers and fast 
anti-submarine ships. The 30,000-ton carriers Formidable and Indomitable are be- 
ing altered to permit them to launch planes capable of carrying an atomic bomb. 

Eight fast “pocket cruisers” were reported nearing completion. These ships, 
officially designated as destroyers, are about twice the size of ordinary destroyers. 
They fire six 4.5-inch naval rifles in cruiser-type twin turrets. 

At the present time, Great Britain has 114 ships on active duty—one of them 
a battleship, the Vanguard, used exclusively as a training vessel. There are seven 
carriers and 14 cruisers. In reserve or assigned to training, there are 334 other 
ships, but about 40 per cent of these are frigates put in “mothballs.” 


The carrier construction program involves building of nine ships, highlighted 
by the Eagle and Ark Royal of 37,000 tons. The former is slated for completion 
late this year, while the Ark Royal is to be ready in 1952. 

The British submarine fleet has 66 ships, 32 of which are in active service. 


Defense Management Committee—In response to a query from THE JOURNAL, 
Department of Defense officials said this week that the duties of General Joseph 
T. McNarney, USAF, have not changed since outbreak of hostilities in Korea. Gen- 
eral McNarney has been and continues as Chairman of the Department of De 
fense Management Committee. 


It was that group which largely was responsible for the implementation of 
the economy program ordered by Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson. Prior to 
the beginning of fighting in Korea, it had been reported that General McNarney’s 
committee had completed the “crash” phase of its work and was engaged in what 
was described as “scalpel-like’ economy cuts to increase efficiency in the Armed 
Forces. Presumably, the Committee will now be charged with overseeing the ex- 
pansion program to prevent waste of manpower and money. 


A bill was introduced in the present session of Congress by Chairman Carl 
Vinson (D-Ga) of the House Armed Services Committee to remove a military officer, 
(General McNarney) as chairman of this Committee. It was Mr. Vinson’s conten- 
tion that this post should be filled by a civilian. However, Secretary Johnson said 
he was opposed to the measure, stating that General McNarney’s assignment did 
not impair civilian control of the Armed Forces. 


Expand Swedish Navy—Rear Adm. Haagen Ericson of Sweden, commanding 
a 15-warship squadron on a goodwill visit to Copenhagen, Denmark, said on 4 Aug. 
that his country is building a “most modern” Navy to “step in” against the Russians 
in the Baltic Sea if necessary. “I do not believe we could find a better time than 
right now,” he said, “to tie the connections among Scandinavian Navies as closely 
as possible.” 


Thailand Defense Forces—The promise of military aid to Thailand in the stra- 
tegic heart of Southeast Asia, reports the National Geographic Society, will 
augment an Army of 30,000 or more troops, of which 4,000 have been offered for 
U.N. service in Korea. 

Soldiers wear khaki for ordinary duty, but for state occasions turn out in vivid 
Thai costume. One palace guard company wears particularly colorful garb, includ 
ing a red coat, black trousers and black plumes cascading over a white sun helmet. 
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Cover Korean Conflict—The Far East Command has announced that 271 corre- 
spondents from 19 countries have been accredited, as of 7 Aug., to cover the conflict 
in Korea. This is 3% times the number of correspondents accredited to the FEC on 
25 June when the invasion of South Korea was Jaunched. The United States has 156 
accredited correspondents, representing press associations, newspapers, magazines 
and radio networks. Britain is second, with 28, followed by Australia, 15; China, 14; 
France, 13, and Canada, 5. 

Analysis of U. S. Army Signal Corps records disclosed this week that in the 
period from 29 July to 2 Aug. inclusive, more than 600 news stories were transmitted 
by teletype from correspondents in Korea to Tokyo for refiling to publications in 
all parts of the world. During the period, the records show, about 50% of all Signal 
Corps teletype traffic from Korea to Tokyo (one way) consisted of news dispatches 
transmitted by the Army for correspondents. The material was filed by corre- 
spondents for six press associations and a score of newspapers. The dispatches 
were filed with Signal Corps Communication Center in Korea and transmitted by 
teletype to the Public Information Office in Tokyo for delivery to representatives 
of the press association or publication involved or for refiling on their behalf to 
points outside Japan. 


Super AF Glider—An Air Force glider, capable of carrying a fully loaded 2%- 
ton truck, is nearing the end of successful flight tests at Wright-Patterson AFB, 
Ohio, it was reported this week by Maj. Floy Sweet, chief of the Air Materiel 
Command’s Glider Branch. The huge craft, which had a crew of three, has a wing 
span of 110 feet. The cargo compartment is 35 feet long, more than nine feet wide 
and eight feet high. 


Father Kelly of the Marines—One of the famous Catholic Chaplains to come 
out of the last war, Lt. Comdr. Francis W. Kelly, USN, recently reported aboard 
the Marine Air Station at Cherry Point, N. C. The veteran of many historic Leather- 
neck battles is reporting to the Marines after completing four years in the Reserve. 

Father Kelly first donned his Naval uniform on a fateful Friday the 13th in 
1942. In speaking of his entry into the service, he disclosed that “although Friday 
the thirteenth is supposed to be a voodoo day, it has brought me nothing but luck.” 

Soon after joining the service he found himself in the midst of the fighting 
on Guadalcanal. His courage and closeness to the fighting men of the Corps in 
that battle was depicted in the motion picture, “Guadalcanal Diary.” 


The battles of Tarawa and Okinawa also found Father Kelly in the front lines. 
At Tarawa, he was one of the principal subjects in another movie, “The Marines 
Take Tarawa,” a documentary Marine Corps release. His list of medals include the 
Legion of Merit, Purple Heart, two Presidential Unit Citations and a Navy Unit 
Citation. 

Lt. Comdr. Kelly is replacing Senior Catholic Chaplain, Lt. Comdr. Wil- 
liam L. McBlain, USN, who leaves for an east coast port where he will report 
aboard an aircraft. carrier for duty. 


Navy Woman Doctor to Far East—The Navy’s first seagoing woman doctor, 
Lt. Comdr. Bernice R. Walters, is en route to the Far East as a member of the 
medical staff of the Navy hospital ship USS Consolation. 

One of 31 women medical officers on active duty in the Navy, Dr. Walters 
reported aboard the Consolation after being detached from duty at the Pensacola 
Naval Hospital. She is medical officer in charge of the Sick Officers Quarters on 
the ship. 


A native of New York City, Dr. Walters is the widow of Lt. Herbert N. Walters, 
USN, a naval aviator who was killed in an accident aboard the aircraft carrier 
Wright last April. 


Co-Educational Navy—The U. S. Navy has extended many of its aviation 
technical training courses to the enlisted Waves. Most of the courses are con- 
ducted at the Naval Air Technical Training Center, Memphis, Tenn., where eight 
Navy women report every six weeks upon completion of the basic training at 
Great Lakes. 

During the eight weeks of “Airmen School” the women join male personnel 
for familiarization courses in electronics, structural mechanics, machinery, store- 
keeping, parachute rigging, aerography and control tower operation. The Waves 
also witness the aviation fire fighting classes. At the end of the familiarization 
Program, the trainees are screened by personal interview and the specific technical 
training in which they are to be assigned is determined. The specialized training 
Covers a period from 14 to 28 weeks, depending upon the course selected.

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52d Fighter All-Weather Wing—Headed by Col. Ernest H. Beverly, Wing Com- 
mander, the 52d Fighter All-Weather Wing, based at McGuire Air Force Base, Ft. 
Dix, N. J., has as its objective the attainment ‘of a level of operational effectiveness to 
enable it to successfully intercept a sudden enemy airborne attack under all weather 
conditions, during daylight or darkness. 

As a part of Eastern Air Defense Force, the 52d Fighter All-Weather Wing 
together with other selected Air Force units stationed east of the Mississippi River, 
form the intercept force for the eastern part of the United States. A similar program 
now in effect under Western Air Defense Force, forms the western pattern of the 
defense set-up.

Each of the U. S. towns will receive 
the badge and bell from the destroyer bearing the same name, with a book giving 
the history of the ship. The first presentation was made 2 Aug. in Castleton, Vt. 
Further August presentations will be made in Burwell and Lincoln, Neb., Stanley, 
Wisc., and Clare, Mich. 


Breaks Official Silence—The first public address delivered by a Department of 
Defense official since fighting began in Korea was delivered before a Department of 
Pennsylvania American Legion Convention this week in Philadelphia by Assistant 
Secretary of Defense Paul H. Griffith, a former National Commander of the Legion. 

Assistant Secretary Griffith, defending the recent economy program, declared 
that “it must be remembered that whether we had maintained 10 or 100 trained 
divisions in the United States, our first units would have faced the same necessity 
of fighting a delaying action until reenforcements could arrive” in Korea. He added 
that “we are without assurance, too, that maintenance of 100 divisions in Continental 
United States would have deterred the invasion of Korea.” 

He said American action in Korea in repelling the North Korean invaders “has 
clearly demonstrated the absolute soundness of virtually all the major concepts 
upon which our military policy has been based since the establishment of the Depart- 
ment of Defense. This is true,” he added, “despite a great amount of foggy thinking 
and loose talking in evidence since South Korea was attacked.” 

Assistant Secretary Griffith said the basic concepts are: 

“That we must maintain an Armed Force in a high state of readiness, prepared 
to heap dreadful retaliation on any enemy which might attack us. 

“That we must maintain an Armed Force capable of quick expansion in time of 
emergency. 

“That we must get the greatest amount of defense for every dollar spent. 

“That unification is a necessary means for achieving these ends.”

General ‘T'ravis was born at Savannaun, Ga. 
26 Dec. 1904. He was graduated from the 
U. S. Military Academy at West Point, N. y, 
and commissioned a second lieutenant of 
Field Artillery 9 June 1928. 

The following September he entered the 
Air Corps Primary Flying School at Brooks 
Field, Tex., and upon completion of the 
course, transferred to the Air Corns Advanced 
Flying School at Keliy Field, Texas, from 
which he was graduated with the rating of 
pilot in September, 1929. 

He went to Hickam Field, Hawaii, jp 
March, 1939, to join the 72nd Bombardment 
Squadron as operations officer and flight 
commander.

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that $85,000,000 will go to the Office of 
the Secretary of Defense and $84,952,000 
for Army military construction. 

For the Navy, the President raised by 
$950,000,000 the amount he asked on 24 
July for construction of aircraft and re- 
lated procurement and he asked $35,- 
000,000 additional for “Contingencies.” 

For Naval public works, an additional 
$85,978,000 is asked in the new budget 
requests. 

The President’s original “emergency” 
budget request of $10.5 billion asked only 
$646 million for naval aircraft procure- 
ment, compared with $2.7 billion for the 
Air Force. 

Congressional Personnel Action 

On Capitol Hill, work was resumed this 
week on legislation pertaining to resump- 
tion of allowances for dependents of en- 
listed personnel. Previous hearings were 
recessed when it was ascertained that 
the Services had not coordinated their 
desires in this matter. 

And there was growing Congressional 
sentiment in favor of restoring World 
War II income tax exemptions for mili- 
tary personnel. 

Whether Congress would take early 
action on the problem of obtaining ade- 
quate medical personnel for the Armed 
Services was not certain late this week, 
although it was known that military 
leaders are seriously concerned about 
this matter. Senator Tydings (D-Md.), 
Chairman of the Armed Services Com- 


mittee, has indicated that his group may 
take up this issue shortly. 

With regard to medical personnel, the 
Army said on 9 Aug. that it has “imme- 
diate need” for 650 nurses, 70 dietitians, 
40 physical therapists and 65 occupa- 
tional therapists. 

Call Army Reserves 

Following its announcement late last 
week of plans to call 62,000 of its 185,- 
000 male enlised reservists not in organ- 
ized units to duty for a period of 21 
months beginning in September and Octo- 
ber, the Army was said to be completing 
details relevant to similar involuntary 
recalls for Reserve officers. 

The 62,000 enlisted reserves will be 
called to active duty during a two-month 
period when the Army will also obtain 
100,000 recruits from Selective Service, 
50,000 each month. 

This will be practically a 100 per cent 
net gain of 162,000 enlisted men—not 
counting the members of the four Na- 
tional Guard divisions and two regi- 
mental combat teams ordered into Fed- 
eral service—since legislation extending 
all enlistments for one year has been 
signed into law.

A new world speed record for a Pacific 
crossing has been set by the Navy’s 27,- 
000-ton aircraft carrier Boxer. 

The carrier, returning to the U. S. 
after delivering planes to the Korean 
front, made the crossing from Japan to 
San Francisco in 7 days, 18 hours and 36 
minutes. 

New skipper of the flattop, Capt. Cam- 
eron Briggs, said that the route traveled 
was “slightly under 5,000 miles,” and that 
the speed of the ship was less than the 
best it could do. 

Commissioned in April 1945, the Boxer 
can carry an attack group of five squad- 
rons, each with 16 planes. The ship is 
one of three carriers operating out of 
the Far East.

A special subcommittee on industry’s 
defense activities was created 9 Aug. by 
Representative Robert Crosser (D. Ohio), 
Chairman of the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 

In addition to Mr. Crosser, who is 
Chairman, the subcommittee comprises 
Representatives Beckworth, Priest, Har- 
ris, Dwight Rogers, Wolverton, Hinshaw, 
Leonard Hall, and Joseph O’Hara. 

The subcommittee will conduct a con- 
tinuous examination of the preparedness 
of the industries under the committee’s 
jurisdiction to meet the needs of the pres- 
ent emergency, 

In announcing this 
Chairman Crosser stated: 

“The Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee is deeply mindful of the fact that 
such industries as transportation, communi- 
cation, power, petroleum and gas, are the 
very sinews of the nation’s economy and any 
defense effort. 

“The committee equally is mindful of 
the fact,—which may not generally be so 
well appreciated,—that these very industries 
normally consume some 1/2 of annual steel 
production, 2/3 to 3/4 of petroleum produc- 
tion, 2/5 of soft coal output, and up to 4/5 
of total rubber consumption, to name only 
a few of the basic materials. 

“In designating this special subcommittee, 
I have in mind that it will consider not only 
the ability of the industries under our 
jurisdiction to fulfill whatever they may be 
called upon to furnish, but also the problems 
which they face in being supplied with the 
critical materials and manpower necessary 
for them adequately to perform. 

“One of the first items on our agenda will 
be a thorough consideration of the effect of 
increased demands for high octane aviation 
gasoline, synthetic rubber, and chemicals. 
Another item of immediate concern is that of 
allocation of steel for such fields as freight 
car building, petroleum exploration, inter- 
State oil and gas lines. A further item is the 
state of our medical care, facilities, and re- 
search to cope with epidemics, emergencies, 
or bacterial warfare. 

“The committee is keenly aware of its re~ 
sponsibilities under the Legislative Reorgan- 
ization Act of 1946 to maintain continuous 
watchfulness and oversight in the area of its 
iegislative jurisdiction, and its duties there- 
under to report to the Congress and the 
nation. We have hitherto issued a number of 
reports discussing the defense phase of such 
jurisdiction. The creation of this subcom- 
mittee is only further recognition of the in- 
creased gravity and importance of this sub- 
ject.”’

Defense Lumber Needs 


Procurement of lumber of all types to 
meet all foreseeable requirements of the 
Department of Defense will not exceed 
1.5 billion board feet for the remainder 
of the fiscal year ending 30 June, 1951, 
Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Chief of Army 
Engineers, has advised the lumber in- 
dustry. The Corps of Engineers buys all 
lumber for the Army, Navy and Air Force. 

General Pick’s statement of future 
lumber requirements spiked rumors of 


contemplated Defense Department stock- | 


piling of six billion board feet, which had 
occasioned sharp price rises in the lumber 
market. The Atlanta procurement center 
reported that No. 2 common board had 
jumped from $88 per thousand feet on 28 
June to $98 to $105 on 3 August. 
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Profits Are Higher 


A compilation hv the Associated Press 
of the earnings of 459 representative cor- 
porations in all fields of business activity 
discloses that profits during the second 
quarter of 1950 were 43 per cent higher 
than for the corresponding period of last 
year. 

This year’s corporate earnings were 
also substantially greater than for the 
comparable quarter of 1948, a year in 
which corporation profits broke all pre- 
vious records. However, higher corpora- 
tion taxes now in prospect to meet de- 
fense expenditures are likely to cut net 
profits for the entire year of 1950 below 
the record reached in 1948. 

Profits for the three-month period end- 
ing 30 June 1950 for the 450 corporations 
listed as representative of business as a 
whole were $1.625 billion, and for the 
first six months of 1950 were $2.815 bil- 
lion, an increase of 24 per cent over the 
first half of 1949. 

It is pointed out that these profits were 
not affected by the Korean crisis, which 
began on 25 June. The improvement over 
1949 was particularly striking because 
during the first half of last year there 


| was a mild business recession. If condi- 


tions were to remain normal for the re- 
mainder of the year the improvement 
during the second half-year over 1949 
would probably be less marked. However, 
new factors, such as defense expenditures 
and higher taxes, make current forecasts 
extremely uncertain. 

Business groups showing the largest 
gains during the last quarter were air 
transport, motors, aircraft manufactur- 
ing, construction, chemicals, pulp and 
paper, television and electrical products, 
and steel and iron.

Screen Merchant Seamen 


The Coast Guard announced that it had 
started screening merchant seamen on 
the West Coast, in order to eliminate 
those that may be regarded as poor secu- 
rity risks. This action was in accordance 
with an agreement reached between the 
various maritime unions and the ship- 
ping industry at a conference at Wash- 
ington on 24 July that no seaman desig- 
nated by the Coast Guard as a security 
risk would be hired. The Coast Guard also 
announced that it would set up an appeal 
procedure whereby men who had been 
barred from sailing under the above 
agreement, may have their cases re- 
viewed.

Testifying before a subcommittee of 
the House Armed Services Committee, 
Rear Adm. W. M. Callaghan, Comman- 
dant of the Military Sea Transportation 
Service, has declared that the present lack 
of high-speed tankers in the American 
Merchant Marine suitable for conversion 
to fleet oilers is of particular concern to 
the Navy Department. He urged Congress 
to provide for authority to sign long- 
term charters for such tankers suitable 
for conversion to Navy auxiliaries in time 
of war, adding that such authority would 
enable private industry to start building 
tankers with assurance that the Navy 
would charter them. 

At the same time, the Bureau of the 
Budget revealed that the program is not 
in accord with the President’s and that 
the Navy should be able to obtain such 
tankers in the regular manner, thus fore- 
stalling any possibility of enacting such 
legislation at this time.
